H E River Wey was made Navigable,from Guilford in Surrey to the River of Thames, by couler of an Att of Parliament 
in the late times, and by conſent of the greateſt part of the proprietors, thorough waoſe Land the Cut was made”, they, 
or moſt of them being agreed with for their Lands cut through art a Price, and were paid the greater part of the Mony 
agreed for. The ſaid River, being a Publick benefit, the Navigation thereof was preſerved, and the profits received by

the Authority, under which the fi:ſt Undertakers aRed, being determined, the Navigation of the ſaid River , and rhe Works thereupon 


Viz,. One Piece of Land held of the Mannor of Sxttor, purchaſed of Thomas Martys, and 16 /. paid. Of Richard 
Forbench a Meſlaage,and Eight Acres of Land,called Dapdown Wharf in Stoke, and Fifty por nd paid, Of the ſaid 
Forebench , a moyetie of the Lands and Lock, called Bowers ; and Fifty pound paid. Creſſey purchaſed of obs 
Wheatly Copy-hold Land, held of the ſaid Mannor of Sutton and Pxrford, and othzc Lands; and paid 100 7. 
Of William Mills divers parcels of Copy-hold Lands, held of the Mannor of Byflzer, Ripley, Sena and Sutton, 
and all the Intereſt of the ſaid William Mills in the (aid River, and in ſeveral Leaie: hold Lanas iheye : 

Viz. One Leaſe of a 1000 years, held from Hannah Goxld,and o:hers. One other Leaſe of a 1000 years, held 
from 7ohn Seal of Purford. One other Leaſe of a 1000 years, held from George Hoane of Parford, One 
other Leaſe of a 1000 years, held from the Copy: holders, and Freehoiders of th: Mannor and Pariſh of 
Byfleet, One other Leaſe of 2000 years , held from Henry Weſtox of Ockham Eſq, And three other 
Leaſes for one thouſand year a peice, held from 7ames Zowh Eſq; Sir Nicholas Srawtox, and Sir Fobn 
Warly; and paid for the ſame about One thouſand Pouncs. 


Mr. Dickenſon and others, interrupting the ſaid John Ratcliffe, and Tho, Creſſey in the poſſeſſion of the ſaid River : The Cauſe was 
ſeveral times heard before His Majeſty and the Conncil Board, and at length was referred to be determined by the Lord Chief Barron , 
and in purſuance thereof, upon an Information exhibited in the Exchequer , by His Majeſties Attorney General , againſt ſeveral of the 
Perſons concerned, ia their reſpeRive prerences to the River. The Cauſe hath been ſeveral dies heard, and ſolemnly debared in ihe 
Conre of Exchequer, and the ſeveral Intereſts of the Pretenders thereto, weighed and conſidered, Bur becauſe ſome few of the Land- 
owners were not agreed with, for cutting through their Lands, and alſo were rot parties to the Suit, the Court declared , They could 
not finally determine the Canſe, but onely ſtated the ſeveral Intereſts depending. In this Suit Mr. Ratc/iff: dyed , leaving Four ſmall 
Children without any other proviſion or Eſtate, than what he had expended upon the Riyer, in purſuance of the ſaid Leaſe.
